Not more than 10 
per cent of the students were mem- 
bers, he said, but this small minority 


fostered conditions of snobbery and | 


insubordination. 

It was established, he said, by the 
unanimous opinion of 
everywhere that fraternities and 
sororities had an evil effect on pu- 
pils in public schools and should be 
prohibited. A number of States had 
legislated against 
schools. Although they met out of 
school hours and away from the 
schools and with the consent of the 
parents, yet the evil effects reached 
within the school rooms, at lunch 
and during class activities.

Majority Opinion. 

The majority opinion, which held 
the corrupt practices act unconsti- 
tutional, said in part: 

“We cannot conclude the au- 
thority to control party primaries 
or conventions for designating can- 
didates was bestowed on Congress 
by the grant of power to regulate 
the manner of sholding elections. 
The fair intendment of the words 
does not extend so far; the fram- 
ers of the Constitution did not as- 
scribe to them any such meaning.

ence to prevent such aggression. 

“We three agreed that, if that 
agreement was made, the chief rea- 
son for a. League of Nations, as now 
planned, disappeared. ‘So far as 
France and Belgium were concerned 
the alliance was al] that they need- 
ed for their future safety. They 
might or-—~might not accept the 
League. Of course they would if 
the alliance depended upon their 
acceptance. They would do most 
anything to get such an alliance. 

“The proposal was doubtless made 
to remove two provisions on which 
the French are most _ insistent: 
First, an international military staff

“What impressed me most wa 
that to gain Freneh support for the 
League the proposer of the alliance 
was willing to destroy the chief fea- 
ture of the League.

In spite of the ract that my judg-

| United States Senate and of its prob-

The United States entered the war 
to check the progress of the auto- 
cratic imperialism of Germany. That 
purpose became generally recognized 
| before the victory was won. In mak- 
ing peace it was deemed, therefore, 
|a matter of first importance to make 
‘impossible a revival of the aggres- 
sive spirit and ambitious designs of 
|Germany. The prevailing bitterness 
| against France because of the terri- 
— cessions and the reparations 
demanded by the victor would nat- 
urally cause the German people to 
seek future opportunity to be _ re- 
venged. With a population almost, 
if not quite, double that of the 
French Republic, Germany would be 
a constant menace to the nation 
which had suffered so terribly in the 
past by reason of the imperialistic 
| spirit prevalent in the German Em- 
| pire. The fear of that menace 
| strongly influenced the French poll- 
'cies during the negotiations at Paris. 
In fact it was hard to avoid the feel- 
ing that this fear dominated the con- 
duct of the French delegates and the 
attitude of their Government. They 
demanded much, and recognizing 
the probable effect of their demands 
on the German people, sought to ov- 
tain special protection in case their 
vanquished enemy attempted in the 
future to dispossess them by force 
of the land which he had been com- 
pelled to surrender or attempted to 
make them restore the indemnity 
paid.

PRICES FOR DELAY 
IN READIUSTMENT 


Federal Reserve Board Also 
Says Wholesale Schedules 
Were Arrested in April, 
but Conditions Were Bet- 


ter.

Statement Shows Producers 
Are on Prewar Basis, but 
Manufacturers Are Above 
Peace Time Schedule.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Retail 
prices appear to be at the “striking 
point” in the country’s readjustment 
process, the Federal Reserve Board 
said last night in a general review of 
business and financial conditions for 
April. Other factors retarding read« 
justment were said to be high 
transportation charges, wages and 
coal and steel prices. 

Complete business recovery, thé 
board continued, has been slow and 
expectations that this spring would 
see economic and business readj 
ments fairly completed, have no 
been realized. Nevertheless, “it 
added, the month of April has given 
evidence of an improved feeling de- 
veloping with regard to business and 
the outlook generally. 

While there is still some uncer- 
tainty as to when an end of the re- 
adjustment period may be expected 
and though business and industry 
in some sections of the country are 
still beset with difficulties, some of 
the factors of uncertainty are either 
being eliminated or are of dimin- 
ishing importance. 


Wholesale Drop Arrested. 


Prices, the review continued, have 


(been the pivotal points in the busi- 


ness situation since the recession 
movement began last autumn. The 
fall in wholesale prices, which hag 
been continuous, and at times pre- 
cipitate, it declared, appears to be 
in a process of arrest, they having 
shown a greater degree of stability 
during April. 

Extreme unevenness in price re- 
however, the board said, 
is one of the striking features in the 
present industrial situation. Whittle 
in many important lines of whole-« 
sale trade pre-war prices exist, ‘{f 
other lines commodities are being 
sold at twice or even more than 
twice the 1913 values. The same 
unevenness exists, the board ex- 
plained, between raw rgaterials and 
the finished products in the samme 
industry. 

Raw cotton, the board éecaréii, 
is lower than the 1913 level, ara 
wool is about a third higher than 
before the war, but cotton goods 
are at least 20 per cent higher than 
in 1913 and woolen cloth is approxi- 
mately twice as high as the pre- 
war level, In the hide and leather 
industry the discrepancy is even 
sreater, the board asserted, the pres. 
ent price of skins being one-third 
under pre-war levels, while the price 
of shoes is twice as high as in 1913. 

While labor has been participat- 
ing in the readjustment process, the 
board continued, the participation 
has been uneven as between differ« 
ent groups of labor. <- 

Wages Being Readjusted. 

‘“‘Wage readjustment,” it said, “has 
been greater among unskilled work- 
ers and those not possessed of a 
strong labor trade organization, and 
especially in those sections of the 
country whose industries have felt 
in a peculiarly high degree the efs# 
fects of readjustment. 

The agricultural situation during 
the month was characterized as gen- 
erally favorable, although fruit 
growing sections suffered from cold 
waves. Good progresa has been 
made in planting a crop in the cot- 
ton states, the board said, while 
grain movement has increased. 

Little demand for coal is report- 
ed, but petroleum production has 
gained. The influence which the re- 
cent reduction in steel prices wil] 
effect is still uncertain, the board 
declared. Cotton consumption fig- 
ures in April were unavailable but 
in March in the country ag a whole 
amounted to 437,933 bales, or leg» 
than 25 per cent below the total for 
March of last year. A continued in- 
crease in the manufacturing activ- 
ity of the silk mills was reported.

Two of the Scullins’ best men were 
taken away before the close of the 
soccer season, and did not play 
in the final. 

It is figured that an eleven made 
up of the pick of St. Louis play- 
ers, all of them American-born 
and trained, would outclass any 
team in the country, and it is 
practically certain a meeting of 
the St. Louis soccer body will 
reach an agreement of this sort. 
If itis found that there are 
enough top rank players for two 
teams there 1 ay be two entries in 
the soccer race next fall. 

Let’s Not Import Talent. 

The ome great weakness here ap- 
pears to be at goal, where there 1s 
practically no first-class man 
available. An effort, it is said, 
will be made to bring to this city 
a pormising youth who has been 
playing goal for the Pullmans-— 
a 22-year-old youngster of great 
promise, named Neate.

Illinois Central System Sounds a Warning 
Of Impending Coal Shortage 


Tt is earnestly to be hoped that coal dealers and consumers have not forgotten the 
lessons taught by coal shortages of recent years, particularly the one of 1920. These 
shortages were produced largely by dealers and consumers themselves in not begin- 
ning to buy and store coal in adequate volume until late in the year. It is clear that 
mnless coal dealers and consumers profit by the lessons of the past and begin at once 
to lay in necessary fall and winter supplies another coal shortage will-be brought about. 

As a result of the shortage of coal in 1920, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
was forced to require the railways to furnish open top cars preferentially for the han- 
dling of coal from June 19 to November 29 in order to prevent suffering in various 
parts af.the country. Open top cars are also used for carrying building and highway 
construction materials, and one of the effects of diverting open top cars to the coal 
traffic latt year was the postponement of construction work that was vitally needed. 
It would be most unfortunate if this action, which was highly necessary last year, 
should be made necessary again this year. The housimg and other construction which 
depend largely upon the use of open top cars are too imperative to be delayed by a 
congestion of coal traffic that can be avoided by the immediate movement of coal on a 
large scale. 

The coal-carrying equipment of the railways is sufficient to handle a large evenly- 
balanced coal tonnage, but it is inadequate to handle the coal movement when the 
bulk of it is thrown upon the railways in a comparatively short period after midsummer. 

For the last five years the total annual output of bituminous coal in the United 


States, in tons, was as follows:

The strike of the coal miners which lasted from November 1 to December 15, 
1919, had a paralyzing effect on the coal output for that year, and the strike of rail- 
way switchmen, which was in effect from April 3 to August 1, 1920, likewise affected 
the coal output for 1920. 

During the first six months of 1920, the output of bituminous coal was 261,760,750 
tons, or at the rate of 43,626,791 tons a month. During the first three months of 
1921 the average monthly output was only about 32,750,000 tons, and it is estimated 
that the April output did not exceed 26,000,000 tons. If the April figures should not 
be exceeded in May and June, the coal movement for the first six months of 1921 
would amount to approximately 176,000,000 tons, a decrease of more than 85,000,000 
tons, as compared with the actual output for the first six months of 1920. 

This would mean that the mines would have to produce, and the railways would 
have to move, more than 380,000,000 tons during the latter half of the year to equal 
the record of coal production for the year 1920 when there was a shortage. 

To accomplish that would not only Overtax the coal-carrying capacity of the 
railways, but would overtax the mines, probably resulting 4m higher prices of coal. 
Coal can be purchased and moved more cheaply during spring and early summer 
than later. Delay in purchasing and storing coal at points of consumption. makes for 
j higher prices during the time of heavy movement. There is now practically no sur 
plus of bituminous coal above ground anywhere in the United States. 

Coal mine operators are now in a position to produce, and the railways are in a 
position to move, a large volume of coal. If dealers and consumers fail to take advan- 
tage of the present opportunity to lay in fall and winter supplies, and another coal 
_ shortage eventuates, the public in fairness certainly will not attach blame to the coal 
operators and the railways. More than 255,000 open top cars are now standing idle 
on the side-tracks of the railways. Nearly one-half of the open top equipment of the 
Illinc's Central System is idle. 

The situation, as we visualize it, is that the country is headed for a serious coal 
shortage unless consumers immediately start moving coal in large volume. We are 
emerging from the business depression. Within a few months the railways may be taxed 
to their capacity in handling traffic other than coal.

A FAVORABLE WINTER FOR THE YEL- 
LOWSTONE ELK HERDS. 

A good increase from the survivors of the 
southern Yellowstone or Jackson Hole elk herd 
is looked for this year by officials of the Bu- 
reau of Biological Survey of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, in view of the un- 
usually favorable winter just past. Last year's 
rains, it is said, produced a plentiful growth of 
feed on the ranges, and as a result the elk are 
reported to be in excellent condition, with the 
prospect of only a normal death rate, instead of 
a repetition of the heavy mortality of the win- 
ter of 1919-20, due to lack of forage and a 
severe winter. 

Reports from representatives of the depart- 
ment engaged in the work of seeing to the wel- 
fare of the elk say that in the district tributary 
to Jackson Hole, including the Gros Ventre and 
Buffalo Fork valleys, the elk now remaining of 
the southern herd number about 9000, having 
been reduced to this number from almost 
20,000 in 1919. There was such a shortage of 
feed in the winter of 1919-20, resulting from 
the severe drouth of the previous summer, that 
in addition to hay purchased and fed by the 
State? it was also necessary for the Federal 
Government to spend about $36,000 for hay to 
save part of this herd from starvation. 

The tremendous loss that has recently oc- 
ourred in this herd cannot be attributed to a 
single cause. The one most responsible, how- 
ever, is the almost total lack of suitable winter 
range in Government ownership. Were these 
winter ranges within the National Forest, the 
solution would be comparatively simple, even 
though disastrous to the settlers dependent 
upon these ranges for their sustenance. Areas 
upon which the elk are absolutely dependent 
for winter forage are now largely in private 
ownership and can only be secured for use by 
the elk by purchase or some other arrange- 
ment with the owners. 

The areas within the forests most suitable for 
winter range for the elk have been set aside for 
that purpose as a temporary expedient, but 
these areas are neither well suited nor located 
to meet the objects desired. Even with this as- 
sistance, the elk are only able to survive mild 
winters, and when a severe season occurs 
losses from starvation are appalling. It must 
inevitably follow that this herd will soon be re- 
duced to the number for which hay can be pro- 
vided unless winter ranges are immediately pro- 
vided for them. : 

It is not too late to preserve the elk In goodly 


numbers; but there must be a thorough recog- 
nition of responsibility and adequate State and 
Federal! legislation.

PUBLICITY OF DIVORCE SCANDALS.

HETHER the filth that goes to make up 

‘the evidence in divorce cases of a certain 
Nature should be spread upon the pages of the 
newspapers for all to read is a question upon 
which honest persons differ. There are those who 
assert that to publish the evidence is to perform 
a duty to society, eo that society may take heed 
and cleanse itself. There are others who contend 
that to suppress the facts is to serve society, 
particularly the young whose minds would be 
poisoned by the details and whose confidence in 
the morality and cleanliness of mankind in gen- 
eral would be shaken. Somewhere between these 
two opinions lies the proper course, and each 
publication must decide for itself what is and 
what is not printable. As a matter of principle 
cvery court proceeding and every item of public 
business should be available for publication. Hid- 
ing public business makes for corruption and 
crime. New York State officials are now investi- 


gating the dealings of a faker who sold scores 
‘of worthless divorce decrees and obtained prob- 


ably thousands of dollars from his dupes; had it 
been publicly known that no divorce action could 
be brought without publication of notice of suit 
this faker could not have worked his game. 
Whether society will be any better for the pub- 
licity it has undergone of late remains to be seen. 
As long as grave offenses against morality are 
tolerated as matters of course certain parts of 
society will continue to be rotten. Wrong cannot 
be condoned without degenerative effects on hu- 
manity. Ostracism of the wrongdoers might tend 
to build up a new respect for the too commonly 
sneered at observers of the conventions.
